Change Without Competition: 


The business-men, representing practically 
the mercantile and manufacturing interests 
of Joliet, wanted to know why the board 
ousted W. M. Cochrane, who, for almost 
seventeen years, has held the reed and rat- 
tan contract at the prison, and awarded 
the concession to the Illinois Rattan and 
Reed company without placing the matter 
ona basis of competitive bids. ‘ 

They say that by this action the State. 
will be deprived of $25,000 a year that might 
have been realized from the contract had 
bids been called for. Furthermore, they 
intimate strongly that the whole deal was 
engineered in a mysterious, unbusiness- 
like manner. Mr. Cochrane, who is the dom- 
inating factor in the Joliet Reed and Rat- 
an company, the ousted concern, asserts it.

Yesterday's sessidn of the Prison: board 
was the outcome.of repeated and persistent 
demands made upon Governor Yates by the 
Joliet Business-Men’s association for a 
hearing.

marked by a rapid-fire exchange of pointed 
prsonalities between Warden E. J. Murphy 
and President Buckingham of the Prison 
board on one side and Colonel Fred Bennitt, 
who represented Mr. Cochrane in a legal ca- 
pacity, on the other. 

The proceedings were punctuated with 
warnings and threats. Mr. Murphy was ac- 
cused of having stated to a member of the 
board that Mr. Cochrane should not get the 
contract, and he retaliated by agreeing to 
resign if a commissioner could be produced 
who would say he uttered such a statement. 


Almost Pass the Lie. 

Again when Colonel Bennitt intimated 
that the warden had made derogatory re- 
marks to the board cencerning Mr. Coch- 

rane, and inferred that he had knowledge of 
the contract between the board and the IIli- 
nois Rattan and Reed company prior to its 
execution, Mr. Murphy jumped to his feet 
and exclaimed: 

“I want you to understand, sir, that the 
statement you have just made is absolutely 
false.”’ 

President Buckingham and Colonel Bennitt 
also clashed when the inference was thrown 
out by the former that some of the peniten- 
tiary officials might have been ‘interested 
personally in the awarding of the contract. 
Mr. Buckingham interrupted him and said 
such changes could not be made unless they 
were signed. 

“Such inferences as ‘those cannot,go un- 
challenged,” he said. “Such a statement 
must either be acknowledged by the person 
who makes it or go as a pure falsehood.” 

Here again Warden Murphy broke in. 
“Will you sign the statement?” he demand- 
ed of Colonel Bennitt. 

“I don’t have to sign it,’’ retorted the at- 
torney. 

“Then your whole statement falls to the 
ground,”’ replied the warden. 


Letting of Rattan Contract. 

The remainder of the evidence bore direct- 
ly upon the rattan concession in the prison.

BLUE-EYED LAD, 5 YEARS OLD, A 
PUZZLE FOR THE POLICE. 


Waldemar Orr Has Been at the East 
Chicago Avenue Station Since Sun- 
day, with No One to Claim Him— 
Boards a Street Car at Northwestern 
Station and After a Round Trip Is 
Turned Over to Patrolman—Neatly

‘Who knows Waldemar Orr, a blue-eyed, 
fair-haired boy of 5 years?

Boarded Car at Depot. 


On Sunday afternoon Waldemar Orr was 
given to a policeman, near Garfield avenue 
and Sedgwick street, by a street car con- 
ductor. The conductor toid the policeman 
that the boy entered the car at the Chicago 
and Northwestern railroad station. A num- 
ber of children boarded the car at the sanie 
place, and the conductor supposed the boy 
was a member of that party. 
* The children left the car at Chicago ave- 
nue, and the conductor was about to heip 
Waldemar to the ground when he was told. 
that the boy did not belong to the family 
that was leaving.

RULES ENCOURAGE SECRECY 


“I ask any boy in this school who smokes 
cigarets and can or will not give them up 
to leave. Money that has been paid for tui- 
tion or fees will be refunded to him.”’ 

With this declaration made at chapel yes- 
terday morning, Dr. Herbert F. Fisk, prin- 
cipal of the Northwestern University Pre- 
paratory School, began a crusade against 


cigaret smoking among the 300 boys under. 


his care. A few have promised to reform, 
but most of the young students addicted to 
the cigaret habit are taking time to think 
the matter over. 

Dr. Fisk’s determination to put cigarets 
under the ban at the school resulted from a 
talk which he had a few days ago with one of 
the students who failed in the semester 
examination. The boy told him that he failed 
because he smoked too many cigarets and 
made a pledge to give up smoking. 


One Example to Others. 

“That boy would have been a brilliant 
student if he had not smoked,” Dr. Fisk 
said. ‘“‘ The case was one that appealed 
to me, and with it as am example I think the 
other boys will give up the habit.” 

For years the venerable principal has 
lectured his boys on the evil effects of cig- 
aret smoking, and he has compiled statistics 
of late years which show that boys who 
smoke stand lowest in their classes. Never 
before, however, has he asked those who 
want to smoke to leave the school. 

“Boys who smoke cigarets are no good to 
the school, learn nothing themselves, and 
set a bad example to the other students,” 
“I want all the boys 
who will promise to give up the cigaret habit 
to see me in my office and talk the matter 
over. Perhaps I can help them. I have 
made arrangements whereby any boy who 
for any reason concludes that he will not 
quit smoking can receive his money back 
and leave. 


the: prin- 
cipal said in explanation of “his. severe talk 
to the students. ‘‘ My observatién has shown 
me that not one out of five passes in his 
studies. Two out of every nine boys in this 
school have confessed that they smoke cigar- 
ets, and of this number not one at the present 
time is in good standing in his classes.”’ 


Some Telling Statistics. 


** Statistics that have been prepared by me 
which cover a period of several years show 
that of the boys who smoke only 2 per cent 
are among the 25 per cent of students who 
stand highest in class scholalrship. On the 
other hand, 57 per cent of the smokers are 
among the 25 per cent lowest in class schol- 
arship.” 


No Order Against Habit. 

Yet the professor decided that it would be 
useless simply to prohibit the smoking of 
cigarets, as such an order would tend to en- 
courage smoking at times and places where 
‘the instructors would not see it. Secrecy, 
he said, in any such habit was least of all to 
be desired. 

The boys at the academy have come in 
contact with the students of the Northwest- 
ern University because the academy is sit- 
uated on the campus of the university. Many 
of the older students smoke cigarets, and 
this example, Dr. Fisk says, has its influ- 
ence on the younger boys. There is no for- 
mal rule, according to Dr. Daniel Bonbright, 
acting President of the university, prohib- 


iting cigaret smoking on the campus or in 


the buildings. 

“Such a rule has not been found neces- 
sary,” said Dr. Robert D. Sheppard, treas- 
urer of the university, last night. “If we 
found a student smoking in any building he 
would be asked to stop at once, and we inno 
way encourage the smoking habit. We do 
not want any of the students to smoke, but 
we have no rule prohibiting at." 

The university faculty recently passed 
a resolution prohibiting smoking in the 
sophomore play to be given March 8, and 
appointed Professor R. M. Cumnock .as a 
representative to see that the resolution is 
complied with. Further than this the uni- 


versity not acted.

Every 
one did honor to the distinguished visitor, 
and his welcome was participated in by the 
President of the United States, the officers of 
the Cabinet, the army and navy, and both 
branches of Congress, giving a remarkable 
demonstration of good will toward the Prince 
and the German people. 


Busy Day for Prince. 

The day’s program kept the Prince ex< 
ceedingly busy. Upon his arrival he was 
escorted to the White House, where he ful 
filled the requirements of international eti< 
quette by paying his respects to the Prest« 
dent. The Prince then proceeded to the Ger- 
man Embassy to receive President Roose- 
velt, who returned his call. No sooner hati 
the President departed than the Prince paid 
his respects to the Ambassadors of Great 
Britain, France, Russia, Italy, and Mexico,

bassy to receive the entire diplomatic corps, 


’ Prince Henry next made his visit to the 
House of Representatives and to the Senate, 
after which he visited the Congréssional 
Library.

tion, where ample arrangements had been 
made for the reception. The train, which 


decorated in the slightest manner—not even 
an American or German flag being displayed 
—and there was nothing to indicate that it 
bore a member of the.royal family of Ger- 
many. : 

A number of rugs and several rolls of car- 
pet had been laid for the Prince and his 
party to walk upon. One of the baggage- 
rooms had been converted into a reception- 
room, decorated with the American and Ger- 
tmman colors, and everything possible was 
done for the comfort of the receiving party. 
In this reom were gathered Secretary Hay, 
Secretary Long, Assistant Secretary of State 
Peirce, Count Quadt, the First Secretary of 
the German Embassy, and two under sec- 


When the train appeared in the station the 
official party waiting for its arrival emerged 
from the reception-room to greet the Prince.

Almost before the train came to a stand- 
still Prince Henry, unassisted, left the 
Columbia, the last coach of the train, and 
Was greeted by Secretary Hay, who said with 
dignified simplicity: 

“The President requests me, sir, to give 
you in his name a cordial welcome to Wash- 
ington.’’. 

Prince Henry. bowed in response to this 
and said, heartily:

Secretary Hay to the anteroom. The other 
delegates of the President were Assistant 
Secretary of State David J. Hill, Major Gen- 
eral Henry C. Corbin, Colonel Theodore A. 
Bingham, and Commander W. 8. Cowles. 

But three coaches of the train were drawn 
into the station, and from the third coach 
came the German Ambassador, Herr von 
Holleben, and members of his staff, includ- 
ing Rittmeister Baron von Kap-Herr, at- 
taché; First Lieutenant Schroen, Lieutenant 
Count von Arnim, Lieutenant Commander 
von Rebeur Paschwitz, naval attaché and 
acting military attaché, and Secretaries 
Baron von Ritter and Count Montgelas. 


Uniforms Are Brilliant. _ 

With the exception of Assistant Secretary 

of State Hill, every member of the party was 
in full dress, uniform, every color of the rain- 
bow being represented, and many decora- 
tions for diplomatic triumphs ornamented 
the breasts of diplomats, soldiers, and sail- 
ors. The uniforms of Prince Henry and the 
German naval officers were particularly bril- 
lant, and excelled anything of this character. 
ever seen In this country. 
* From the reception-room, where the party 
femained for a few moments, the members 
Of the party passed to the street, entered 
their carriages, and started on their way up 
Pennsylvania avenue. 

Prince Henry was the last to enter a car- 
tlage, and as he emerged from the railroad 
station the detachment of troops presented 
arms and the thousands of people who were 
assembied to get a look at the Prince gave a 
hearty welcome, while a military band 
played the American national anthem. The 
Prince graciously acknowledged the cheers 
of the people by saluting in military fashion. 


Prince Has Narrow Escape. | 

As the party wheeled into Pennsylvania 
avenue there occurred one of the most ex- 
citing incidents of the day. Assistant Sec- 
tetary of State Pierce, who was the last to 
leave the station, had directed his coach- 
man to drive rapidly to the White House in 
order that Mr. Pierce could be on hand to 
perform the duties assigned him. The 
horses were high-spirited and nervous, and 
as the Assistant Secretary of State closed 
the carriage door with a bang the two 
horses took fright ‘and got beyond control 
of the driver. 
‘They dashed into Pennsylvania avenue at 
a breakneck speed and came dangerously 
near colliding with the carriage in which sat 
Prince Henry, Secretary Hay, and Admiral 
Evans. By a superhuman effort the coacn- 
man, who courageously clung to the thor- 
oughly. frightened animals, prevented a col- 
lision, but-as it was the pole of Mr. Pierce's 
carriage swept near the head of Secretary 
Hay. it seemed a miracle that some one 
was not injured. 
The frightened animals sped up Pennsyl- 
vania aveniie at. a two-minute gait and sey- 
eral mounted police officers made unsuccess- 
ful efforts to stop the maddened animals. 
three of the policemen being injured in doing 
so. The runaways continued their mud 
course until the White House was reached, 
when two colored men seized the bridles and 
brought the horses to a halt, much to the 
gratification of Mr. Pierce, who did not in- 
tend that his orders to hurry should be 
obeyed in such a manner. 


Prince’s Military Escort. 
The military esdort of the Prince consisted 
of Troops F and G of the Second Cavalry, 
two companies of marines, and a section of 
Seid musicians. These troops were em- 
ployed to keep back the crowds until the 
artrival of the Prince, and after the march 
up Pennsylvania avenue was begun this

Prince. Henry was deeply interested in all 
he saw, and when the famous houlevard 
Was reached his attention was called to the 
Capitol Buliding, which was in plain view.

He paid particular attention to the civilians, 
and’ as an evidence that he wanted to see 
ag miuch of the country as possible, requested 
that when the weather permitted he should 
be driven about in.an open carriage. — .

Talk Is Purely Formal. 


After the ceremony the following state- 
ment was made by Assistant Secretary

“The conversation between the President 
and the Prince was of 4 purely formal nature 
and had no political significance further 
than that contained-in the usuai general 
expressions of international amity and good 
will.” 

The party then proceeded to the east room 
where the members of the Prince’s suite 
were introduced to. the President. The entire 
ceremony occupied just thirty minutes, the 
party arriving at 10:45 and depa at 
11:15 o'clock. On the party reappearing the 
Marine Band played ‘“‘ Hands Across the 
Sea,” and with a few sharp military com- 
mands the drive to the German Embassy 
was begun. 

President Returns Visit. 

‘In a few moments after the Prinee reached 
the German Embassy; after his call at the 
White House, a great shout was heard, this 
being the signal for the approach of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, who was driven to the em- 
bassy to return the call of Prince Henry. 

The cheers which greeted the President 
were somewhat heartier and a different ring 
from those which delighted the ears of Prince 
Henry, and it was evident the applause of 
his countrymen was extremely gratifying 
to the President, who repeatedly bowed his 
acknowledgment. 

The President's arrival was in striking 
contrast with that of thé royal guest. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt had no military escort, and 
not even a mounted police officer heralded 
his coming. He was attired in dark trousers 
and the conventional! frock coat and silk hat, 
and.a drab colored overcoat. Beside him sat 
Colonel Theodore Bingham of the United 
States army in full dress uniform. 

Prince Henry had arrived shortly after 11 
o'clock, the approach of the party being an- 
nounced by the shrill notes of cavalry bugles.

FROM 3462 HALSTED. 


Neighbors’ Gossip Spreads and After a 
Week Comes to Ears of the Officials, 
Who Institute a Thorough Investi- 
gation—Father, a Dentist, Denies 

Any Knowledge of the Cireum-

TALKS OF DAYS OF DUELS. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 24.—[ Special. ]— 
Senator Tillman has been the center round. 
which waged today one of the most notable 
parliamentary battles in the history of the 
United States Senate. The Democrats gen- 
erally have lined up, not exactly in favor of 
Tillman, but in defense of the old State 
sovereignty idea, which has been revamped 
and remodeled to suit the changed condi- 
tions. 

The Democrats have taken the position 
that although Tillman and McLaurin have 
been adjudged in contempt they havearight 
to vote until actually punished by actual ex- 
pulsion and the actual withdrawal of their 
privileges as Senators. 


Demand Rights for State. 

Led by Joe Bailey of Texas the Democrats 
have attempted to show that while the Sen- 
ate has the right of expulsion it cannot de- 
prive a sovereign State of the right of rep- 
resentation by holding Senators in contempt, 
because in that way the State is prevented 
from filling the vacancies and thus deprived 
of a voice on great public questions, merely 
at the will of a majority of the Senate. 

‘By a series of skillful parliamentary 
Maneuvers the Republicans have succeeded 
in avoiding a direct issue, but they admit 
that the question is one of the gravest ever 
presented to the Senate. 

Senator Tillman himself was exceedingly 


' angry today when he received a letter from 


the White House, informing him that his 
resence at the dinner in honor of Prince 
enry was not desired. 


Tillman Scores Roosevelt. 


Mr. Tillman could make no answer to this 
note, of course, but did issue a formal state- 


. ment, in which he said: 


“The President of course has the right 
to invite any one he chooses to dine with 
him, officially or otherwise, and also has the 
right to withdraw such invitation. As Iam 
not conscious of having done anything per- 


~ gonal or official which gives the President 


the right to insult, I am eurprised at his 


action. 
\.“ The invitation to the dinner came to me 
unsought and unexpected, and so far as the 


- withdrawal is concerned it is a matter of 


absolute indifference to me. It is the motive 
behind it which seeks to put me in the con- 
dition of unworthiness to meet the President 


and his guests before final action by the} 
Senate. 


Declares He Is Insulted. 
“Prince Henry, the’ President’s guest, 
comes from a country where custom makes 
it obligatory upon any man who regards 
himself a gentleman to resent promptly an 
insult, and the method is by challenge toa 
duel. 
“That was once the custom, but it is now 
obsolete in the United States, and we have 


+ been forced as a people here to cling to the 


old Anglo-Saxon rule of considering the 
lie direct as the first blow, and no man could 
hold up his head in decent society should 
he, being near enough to answer the lie with 
a blow, not give it. ? 

“ As for my being in contempt of the Sen- 


‘ate, which I presiime is the excuse for this 


insult at the hands of the President, that 
I deny. I have been guilty of a breach of 
the rules and the privileges of the Senate. 
The Senate was not sitting as a court, but 


es a legislative assembly. It has the right 
-to expel me if it sees fit, and I am ready 


to abide by its judgment and action. 

‘Tt has the right to arrest me and to hold 
me in custody until it makes a. disposition 
of my case; but it has no right to gag me, 
and the President has no right to judge 
me guilty of conduct unbecoming a gentle- 
man unless he belies all his antecedents— 
which lead one to believe that he would 
have done just as I did under the circum* 
stances. 


. Asks Which Is the Gentleman. 

“ As to which of us is the gentieman in this 
matter, in view of the unsought invitation 
to dinner at the White House and its inde- 
cent withdrawal, lam willing to abide by the 
judgement of all brave and self-respecting 
men.”’

At the conclusion of routine business in 
the Senate, Mr. Pritchard [Rep., N. C.] sub- 
mitted the following letter, signed by John 
Lowndes McLaurin, which was read at the 
clerk’s desk: 7 
“I was prevented, as you know, from offer- 
ing the resolution which I wrote at my desk 
on Saturday demanding an investigation of 
the charges made by my colleague by being 
adjudged in contempt of the Senate.

On 
that day Mr. Cochrane was in his office with- 
in the prison walls: However, he was not 
informed that the matter was to be taken up 
until the following night, when Warden Mur- 
phy notified him that the men in his employ 
had been let to Judge Goodrich.” 


Defense of Buckingham. 

The defense of President Buckingham is 
that Mr. Cochrane told him during a social 
conversation that he would not be willing to 
pay more than 50 cents a day for contract 
labor, whereas the competing company of- 
fered to take the contract on a piece work 
basis, the State to get not less than 50 cents a 
day, with the probability of 7 or 8 
cents more. When Mr. Cochrane heard this 
he went before the bpard and offered 65 cents 
a day each for 500 men, but he wasinformed 
that the contract already had been let. Al- 
though the deal was closed on Sept. 13 the 
company securing the grant was not incor- 
porated until Oct. 21. The life of the contract 
is four years, and the business-men of Joliet 
assert that by the rejection of Mr. Cochrane’s 
offer, made after he had been frozen out by 
the board, will result in an aggregate loss of 
about $100,000 to the State. 


Yates “Courteously: Inactive.” 

The Business-Men’s association took up the 
fight in January by adopting a set of resolu- 
‘tions, which it submitted to Governor Yates. 
Since that time the Governor has repeatedly 
been asked by letter and telegram to con- 
vene the Prison board, but, In the words of 
one of those pushing the matter, he has been 
“courteously inactive.’’ Finally, after a 
somewhat imperative message was sent to 
him, he replied that he thought he had issued 
the necessary orders some time before, but 
that the letter must have been misplaced. 
Yesterday’s session of the board was the re- 
sult. An adjournment was taken to March 7, 
when the hearing will be resmued. 


Resolutions of Business-Men. 

The resolutions concerning which the busi- 
ness-men have had so much trouble in get- 
ting Governor Yates to express himself, fol- 
low:

‘Resolved, this board present its 
solemn: protest to Richard Yates, Governor 
of Illinois, against the methods employed in 
denying to the Joliet Reed and Rattan com- 
pany an opportunity to do business with the 
commissioners of the Illinois State peniten- 
tiary at Joliet, thereby aiding in an effort 
to rob William M. Cochrane of the benefits 
to which along and honorable business 
career entitle him; and be it further 

“ Resolved, That this board secure ah 
audience with Governor Yates and present 
this protest in a body, and that we make 
such further efforts as the circumstances 
and good citizenship require.” 


Case of Flim-Flam, Says Cochrane. 

“I was simply ousted,”’ said Mr. Cochrane 
last night. “I didn’t bid for the contract 
because I wasn’t asked to bid and didn’t 
have a chance to. It looks to me like a case 
of fllm-flam. What the motive for the 
board’s action was I do not know.” 

Warden Murphy resented the inference 
that he exerted any influence one way or 
the other in the matter. “ I-had nothing to 
do with the contract,” he said, ** but, never- 
theless, I indorse it. The new concession 
is better because it will bring in more 
money.”’ 

Those who have been watching the situa- 
tion declare that it was a case of political 
preference. The men now holding the con- 
tract have been after it- under previous ad- 
ministrations, but, were not successful until 
the present board came it.

During the debate Mr. McComas and Mr. 
Wellington of Maryland became involved in 
a controversy, during the course of which 
the latter declared that if Mr. McComas 
should make his statements outside of the 
Senate chamber he would brand them asa 
malicious falsehood. He was called to order 
and resumed his seat amid excitement. | 
Mr. McComas said his colleague (Mr. Well- 
ington) had said that he (Wellington) had 


| been given assurances by President McKin- 


léy that the United States did not propose 
to hold the Philippines as colonies. He re- 
ferred to Mr. Wellington’s desertion from 
the Republican party, but was interrupted 
by Mr. Wellington, 

“*I obect,” said the latter, “‘to my col- 
league’s words concerning my desertion from 
the Republican party.” 


Colleague Declared Forgetful. 
Mr. McComas said he had been present at 


tthe conference between the President and 


Mr. Wellington, and he denied that the 
President’s promise had not been kept. It 
was absurd in his colleague, he asserted, to 
make such a charge. He regretted, he said 
sarcastically, that Mr. Wellington had for- 
gotten the details of the conference. ‘ 

Mr. Wellington angrily replied to these 
statements, which cast doubt upon his 
(Wellington’s) truth and veracity, but he in- 
sisted that Mr. McComas’ recollection did 
not serve him well. 

e explained that while Mr. McComas ac- 
companied him in his call upon the Pres- 
ident, he was not within hearing of all the 
conversation. He asserted that President 
McKinley did make the promises. ‘I be- 
lieve,’’ said he, “‘ that the President meant at 
that time to carry out those promises, but 
because of sinister and malign influences he 
— forced to abandon them and to drift—to 

rift.’”’ > 

He demanded of his colleague that there 
should be no equivocation upon his part and 
declared that Mr. McComas, refraining from 
making the charge against him in the last 
campaign, had waited until he could hide be- 
hind the rules of the Senate. 


Ready to Call M’Comas Liar. 


After referring to a visit to President Mc- 
Kinley by General Agnus of Baltimore and 
himself, Mr. Wellington, speaking with de- 
liberation and emphasis, said: 


“I desire to be within the rules of the 
-Senate.- I will say this: If my colleague | 


at any time will reiterate outside of this 
chamber what he has said in this chamber, 
then I will tell him that he is not correct 
and tell him what I will not say in this 
chamber, because of Senatorial dignity, be- 
cause of parliamentary rules, that he utters 
a cowardly and malicious falsehood." 

Mr. Frye, the President pro tem, ordered 
Mr.’ Wellington to take his seat. The Mary- 
land Senator complied. 

Mr. Hoar made the point of order that 
Mr. Wellington was out of order, and Mr. 
Frye sustained the point. 

Mr. Hanna arose and said that when state- 
ments were made involving the action of a 
President whose lips now were closed in 
death he felt it was time to speak. — 


Hanna Defends McKinley. 


“The statement is made,” said he, “‘ that 
a promise was given by our dead President 
with respect to the disposition of the Philip-

American people.” — 

Senator Hanna was willing to admit there 


might have been a misunderstanding, but if 


any refutation of the charge was needed the 
character of President McKinley ought to 
afford a sufficient refutation of it. 

Many amendments were offered to the 
Philippine bill, but except those offered by 
the committee, only one, an amendment re- 
stricting the operation of the sedition laws 
enacted by the Taft commission was passed. 
The amendment of Mr. Foraker, fixing the 
rate of duties levied upon products coming 
into the United States from the Philippines 
at 50 per cent of the Dingley rates, instead 
of 75 per cent, as fixed in the bill, was lost, 
but it received a large Republican yote.

DEBATE ON SUPPLY BILL 


BRITISH COMMONS TAKES UP 
FINANCE MEASURE. 


Sir Michael Hicks-Beach in Charge of 


Party Affairs During Absence of Mr. 
Balfour—Sugar Duties Cannot Be 
Fixed Until After Brussels Confer- 
ence Reached Some Definite 
Conclusion — Contract Scandals in 
Army Constantly Recalled.

LONDON, Feb. 25, 3 a. m.—The Chancellor 
of the Exchequer took charge of the supply 
bill in the Commons in the absence of Bal- 
four, but the debate was confined to the naval 

estimates. 

The secrets of Hicks-Beach’s finance are 
of immense importance to the mercantile fn- 
terests, and he knows how to guard them so 
that no speculative movement of any magni- 
tude has yet been started on the strength of 
rumored changes in duties. Many reports 
have been current respecting the sugar 
schedule, but probably Hicks-Beach himself 
has not reached a decision. 


- Will Affect British Market. 

The Brussels conference, whether success- 
ful or otherwise, must influence the action of 
the Treasury. The present sugar duties can 
be doubled without harming the consumers 
if the conference adjourns without acting on 
the bounty question, for as long as the beet 
production is artificially stimulated the price 
will be lowered through overprodaction, and 
the increased tariff will not be felt. An agree- 
ment of the conference in the direction of a 
reduction of bounties will dispense with the 
necessity for countervailing duties, any any 
change in the present schedule will be un- 
likely. 

Liberals May Win Before Long. 

The prevailing depression of the Liberal 
Side is regarded by practical politicians as 
unreasonable, One of the best informed 
Unionists has admitted that the reform of 
taxation, imperial and local, is the great 
question on which the parties are likely to 
divide in the near future, and that the Lib- 
erals may return to power sooner than any- 
body now expects if the Ministers are unable 
to adopt a practical policy for lightening the 
burdens of people of moderate incomes. The 
most influential class in the community is 
that with incomes ranging from $3,500 to 


$7,500, and this class is now taxed to a point 


of exhaustion and is ripe for revolt against 
the ministry if its burdens are Increased. 


War Scandal Will Not Down. 


The pressure upon the government for a 
thorough investigation of the remounts and 
purchase contracts of all kinds in the army 
is steadily increasing. Lord Tweedmouth, 
supported by Spencer and Rosebery, con- 
tended in the Lords that a strong prima 
facie case has been made out already for an 
inquiry of a sweeping nature.

Continues Attack on United States. 


David Mills continues in the March number 
of the Empire Review his strictures on the 
foreign policy of the United States as em- 
bodied in what he describes as a revised edi- 
tion of the Monroe doctrine. He cites pas- 
sages from speeches of Roosevelt and Lodge 
at the opening of the Pan-American Exposi- 
tion as proof that American diplomacy 
regards the Western hemisphere as under 
the exclusive domination of the United 
States and excluded from the application of 
accepted doctrines of international law. He 
asserts emphatically that all the States in 
the Western hemisphere stand on a footing 
of equality and that the United States has 
no claim in international law greater than 
Canada’s rights. 

He cites Cleveland's and Olney’s action in 
the Venezuela question and the refusal of the 
government to allow foreign powers to 
acquire coaling stations in the West Indies, 
and argues that the United States will re- 
ceive some day the same answer which it 
once gave to the Barbary states: “* We pre- 
fer war to tribute.”

Italy’s history can boast of no more inter- 
esting and picturesque period than that of 
the Medici, that high carnival of art, glory, 
and crime. No more decorative setting 
could have bten chogen for a play than 
that selected by Louis N. Parker for ‘‘ The 
Cardinal,” in which E. 8. Willard opened 
his engagement at Powers’ Theater last 
night. 

The action takes place at Rome in the - 
year 1510, during the reign of Pope Julius 
II., Della Rovere, the weakling. The royal 
splendor which the house of the Medici had 
reached under Lorenzo still surrounded the 
family.. Giovanni, a Cardinal when he had 
scarcely grown to maturity, was the head 
of the family after his father’s death, and 
his ambition took a lofty flight when he as- 
pired to the triple crown of the Pope. Such 


were the conditions at the time in which the 


author of “‘ The Cardinal’’ had placed the 
action of his play. . 

Roscoe, the historian, speaking of Giovan- 
ni de Medici, who became a Cardinal at 13 
and Pope Leo X. at the age of 37, thus sum- 
marizes his personality: ‘‘In stature he 
was above the common standard. His per- 
son was well formed; his habit rather full 
than corpulent. Although the size of his 
head and the amplitude of his features ap- 
proached an extreme, yet they exhibited 
a certain degree of dignity which command- 
ed respect. His voice was remarkable for 
softness and flexibility, which enabled him 
to express his feelings with great effect. 


He obtained the favorable opinion of his 


fellow Cardinals by his common mildness, 
good temper, and affability. With the old 
he could be serious, with the young jocose; 
his visitors he entertained with great at- 
tention and kindness. Hence all who knew 
him agreed that he possessed the best pos- 
sible disposition.”’ 

No one who has seen Mr. Willard in the 
role of Cardinal Giovanni de Medici can 
truthfully deny that Mr. Willard’s interpre- 
tation of that character is in perfect keeping 
with the likeness of that great prince of the 
church, as penned so tersely by Roscoe; that 
even in figure, voice, and manners he care- 
fully preserves the likeness to his historical 
prototype. It is a wonderful part which 
Louls N. Parker has created in Cardinal 
Giovanni de Medici, a character worthy of 
the efforts of a great and talented actor, ahd 
the author must be congratulated that it fell 
to his lot to find for this character an in- 
terpreter so thoroughly conscfentious and 
artistic as Mr. Willard. 

With infinite love and scrupulous devo- 
tion to his task, Mr. Willard must have stud- 
ied, not only the part of the Cardinal in Park- 
er’s play, but the original Giovanni de Med- 
ici, as he lives in history and tradition. His 
impersonation of Giovanni is one of the most 
exquisite pieces of acting ever offered by 
Mr. Willard, and it is difficult to imagine that 
any living actor could surpass him in the 
masterly delineation of that interesting 

racter. Graceful and suave in convers- 
ing with his friends and guests, toward his 
mother and brother full of warm and tender 
love, but the proud and unyielding scion of 
a noble race, the stern and dignified prince 
of toward his enemies, such was 
the rdinal which Mr. Willard portrayed. 
His acting was particularly admirable in the 
confession scene in the second act, in the 
scenes with his mother and Filiberta, and 


| later with Baglioni in the third act, and in 


that marvelous scene in the fourth act where, 
feigning insanity, he cunningly leads Strozzi 
into a trap and makes him confess his guilt 
in the presence of Baglioni. The audience 
was enthusiastic and vigorosuly applauded 
after every powerful] scene, but Mr. Willard 


had the good taste not to destroy the illu- 


sion by going through the empty and absurd 
ceremony of bowing his acknowledgment. 
The cast is not particularly strong, but 
not weak enough to mar materially the en- 
joyment of Mr. Willard’s excellent imper- 
sonation. Giuliano de Medici was played by 
Mr. Homewood in a fairly satisfactory man- 
ner. Owing to the illness of Miss Bilen 
O’Malley, the part of Filiberta was under- 
taken by Miss Alice Lonnon. The task, 
probably undertaken on short notice, proved 
a little too difficult for Miss Lonnon, but 
she deserves credit for the composure with 


| which she stumbled through her part, al- 


a but imperfectly acquainted with her 
es 
Miss Linden, as Claricia, played the digni- 


‘fied Princess and loving mother impressive- 


ly, and showed herself a capable actress. 
Mr. Stallard was at first a little stiff and 
nervous as Baglione, but evidently regained 
his self-confidence in the course of the sec- 
ond act, and played the strong scene with the 
Cardinal in the third act well. The unsym- 
pathetic part of the swaggering and vicious 
Strozzi did not have a particularly artistic 
impersonator in Mr. Lawrence. Mr. Taylor 
deserves special mention for the excellent 
manner in which he interpreted the part of 
Beppo, the beliringer of the Capitol.

SPECULATORS LOOK FOR HAR- 


Apparently Winked At by ‘Manage- 
ment of Principal Piayhouses, the 
‘Sealpers Ply Their Extortions—One 
House Known to Work on a Com- 
mission Basis with News Stand Deal- 
ers, Who Charge Heavy Premiums— 
Complaints Meet Surly Responses. 


Speculators in theater tickets are said to 
be planning to get control of the best seats 
for thé approaching engagement of Richard 


Mansfield. Made bold by their recent suc-. 


cesses in handling many of the tickets dur- 
ing the engagements of Julia Marlowe and 
Mrs. Patrick Campbell at a profit, my now 
plan to repeat it. 

Managers of some of the theaters say they 
do allin their power to prevent their tickets 
from falling into the hands of the specu- 
lators, but in many cases the facts do not 
bear out such claims. While the managers 
possibly do not sell to street or curbstone 
speculators, they do permit the news stands 
and cigar stores td sell their tickets on what 
practically amounts to a commission. 


First Buyer Finds Seats Taken. 
Patrons of the theaters cite instances 


Where they have been the first at the box 


offices to secure seats for some engagement. 
When they ask for certain seats they are 
told they have been “ specially reserved "’ 
or “ have been sold on telegraph orders,’”’ or 
are curtly told “ they are already sold.” If 
they ask an explanation they are told by the 
ticket seller to “‘ step lively, others are wait- 
ing to purchase seats.” Then they take 
what they can get and go away grumbling. 

To show the close relation that exists be- 
tween some of the theaters and some of the 
brokers around this ptory is related by a 
Steady theater-goer: 

Desiring to attend a curtail theater one 
evening he went to the box office and asked 
for tickets. He was told the best he could 
secure was the last row. Knowing one cf 
the officials of the playhouse he went to him 
and asked if he could not get him better seats 
in case any tickets were returned by pur- 
chasers who were unable to use them. The 
manager told him to waita moment. Call- 


Ing a messenger he sent him to one of the 


brokers with a note. In a few moments the 
boy returned with three choice seats. The 
tickets in the last row were then sent back 
to the speculator. 
7 o’clock on the evening for which they were 
good they were returned to the theater and 
the money refunded. 


One Theater Divides the. Profit. 


One theater divides the commission of the 
broker, but does it on the. plea that there are 
many cases where people come into the city 
and are anxious to secure good seats at an 
advance price rather than miss the-theater. 

Tickets to the performance at the Illinois 
Theater last night were offered for sale on 
Sunday and yesterday by brokers after ail 
the choice seats had been disposed of at the 
box office. The tickets sold at the theater for 
$1.50 were sold by the speculator for §2.50.

MEET AT AMERICA CLUB. 


[BY GEORGE SILER.} 

Frank Childs, colored heavyweight cham- 
pion of America, was easily outpointed by 
Ed Martin, Billy Madden's big black, in a } 
six-round contest at the America Athletic 
club last night. Childs, although defeated, 
did not lose much prestige, from the fact 
that Martin simply outboxed him. 
The contest, as was expected by Sam Sum- ) 
merfield, Childs’ manager, was too short to 
decide the real fistic merits of the men. The 
champion was never noted for his scien- 
tific ability, and in all his battles he de- 
pends solely on knocking his man out. Short 
of reach, he was at a decided disadvantage 
against Madden’s long, lanky, and rangy / 

‘fighter. With fully five inches the advantage 
in height and reach, combined with his 
cleverness, he had no difficulty in outpoint- 
ing Childs. 

The latter tried time and again to score 
a knockout blow with either left or right, 
but almost invariably fell short, and, if not 
Ahat, he was cleverw blocked. He could 
Sgure no way of getting at the rangy one, 
and the only blows he landed with any ef- 
fect were delivered on the body when the 
“jong one’”’ came to him. 


Martin Proves Too Clever. 

Before the contest had progressed one 
minute it was plain to the spectators that 
Martin carried too many scientific guns for 
Childs. He scored his left hooks and straight 
arm jabs times without number, getting 
away without a return. In the mixups, 
which came quite frequently, he pumped 
in left-hand hooks with a regularity that 
surprised Frank's most ardent admirers. It 
cannot be said Martin's blows carried much 
steam, as Childs took them all smilingly 
and gracefully and walked in for more. 
His reachy left made it rather easy for him 
to swing it over whenever Childs sent his 
short, stocky arms for his head. 

The ring, which had been cut down .sev- 
eral @et to increase the seating capacity 
of the house, militated considerably against 
Martin, as his style of milling demanded 
plenty of area. Despite that, however, he 
continually danced out of Frank's reach, and 
at no time was the champion able to corner 
him or corral him against the ropes. 


Slow Up in the Fourth. 


The action was fast enough to keep the 
crowd enthusiastic during the first three 
rounds. Still at that there was nothing furi- 
ous or really exciting. The pace, although 
not fast, appeared to tire the men to such 
an extent that their work was.slow and 
mediocre in the fourth round, so much so 
that the crowd begged them to get together. } 
Some of the spectators even went so far 
as to yell “ Fake.” The men, however. 
were doing their best. Martin; with a long 

‘Jead to his credit, did not take any chances, 
knowing that if he did Childs might hand’ 
him one of his knockout punches, and the jig, 
as far as he was concerned, would be al! up. 

He stabbed Frank lightly with his left 
time and again in this round, but did not 
Gare to offer the first indictments for a 
mixup. He did not, however, shirk his work 
when the stocky one carried fight to him, and 
in the few exchanges that did transpire 
he more than held his own. : 
_ The fifth and sixth rounds were repetitions 
in a way of the first four. Martin, with 
the fight well in hand, boxed at long range, 
depending on his long left to keep Frank 
ata safe distance. During one of the rallies 
which occurred in round five Childs sent a 
Swinging left over onto Martin’s jaw. The 

blow was a staggerer and made Ed see a 
number of stars. Shouts from Childs’ corner 
of “Go in, Frank, you’ve got him,” could 
be heard throughout the hall. Frank did 
go in to settle his man, but the lengthy one 
blocked ¢leverly and fell into a olinch for 
Protection. He had fully.recovered from the 
effects of the blow when the splitout came, 
and for the remainder of the fight held 
Childs better than even. 

Martin’s victory did not surprise many, as 
his cleverness, it was argued, was too much 
for the champion in a six-round contest. 


Fails to Hear the Count. 

The semi-windup was short and sweet, and 
resulted in Jim Driscoll knocking out Tim 
Hurley of Susquehanna, Pa., in the first 
round. Hurley started off like a winner, and 
before he received his first knockdown had 
matters all his own way.~ He jolted aims 
head back with straight lefts and made him 
hunch up with several hard body drives.

Depositors were paid as fast as the ac- 
counts could,be checked up and the currency 
could be counted out. At 3 o’clock, the 
regular hour for closing the bank, it was 
crowded with anxious depositors, and the 
line of people who wanted to close their ac- 
counts extended through the door and some 
distance down Fort street. 


Instead of closing the bank, the directors 4 


decided to hold open until 6 o’clock. Atthat 
hour the line of people waiting for admission 
to the bank extended down Fort street for 
almost a block. 

It is impossible to learn what was the 
direct cause of the run. It is said that a 
Polish depositor at the Jefferson avenue 
branch saw a sign on the door Saturday an- 
nouncing that the bank .was closed because 
of its. being Washington's birthday and a 
legal holiday. He is said to have spread the 
report that the bank had closed, and there- 
by frightened the depositors at the branch. 


Other Banks Offer Help. 

Help was immediately. offered by the other 
local banks. It was declined, however, the 
Dime Bank having plenty of funds in its 
own vaults. | 
President William Livingston sald: 

“I expect that thejrun will be resumed to- 
morrow, but I hope that we can break it by 
tomorrow night. We have ample funds on 
hand. None of our commercial accounts has 
been withdrawn, the hervousness being con-

CITY SPARED PESTILENCE 
_ BY ITS “WASTE OF WATER.” 


Health Department Bulletin Says This 
Has in Part Overcome Evils of a 


Record Breaking Dry Season. 


There is no such thing as waste of water. 
according to the weekly bulletin of the 
Health department. “If it had not been 
for the so-called waste of water,’”’ says the 
bulletin, “‘ the city would have been smitten 
as by a pestilence from the filth-choked 
sewers. Fortunately, the pumpage has been 
abundant—an average of nearly 350,000,000 
gallons per day—and this has been the sole 
salvation of the city’s health from sewer 
gas diseases during the last four months. 
Running water is the great purifier—the dis- 
solvent of filth, the absorbent of poisonous 
gases.’’ 

These statements followed others tn which 
it was said that last Saturday ended the 
twentieth consecutive week of the driest fall 
and winter weather ever recorded by the 
signal service at Chicago. Between Oct. 1, 
1901, and Jan. 31, 1902, there was considera+ 
bly less than one-half the usual rainfalh 

“There has been no sewer-flushing rain- 
fall since Oct. 12 last,”’ continues’ the 
bulletin. ‘‘ In November there was less than 
nine-tenths of an inch, in December 1.7, and 
in January less than seven-tenths of aninch, 
' “* Boll the water ’ is a trite and hackneyed 
phrase in Chicago, but the injunction was 
never more important than it promises tg 
be this coming spring. It has saved hundreds 
of Hives in the past before its novelty ha 
worn off and when it was better heeded 
than it has been recently. The department 
-is seriously concerned over the situation.”

Decides It’ Has Not Original 
Jurisdiction in Northern 
Securities Case. 


APPLICATION IS REFUSED 


Justice Shiras in Long Opinion 
Holds That Issues Cannot 
Properly Be Made. 


VAN SANT TO KEEP UP FIGHT 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 24.—The United 
States Supreme Court. today delivered its 
opinion in the case of Minnesota versus The 
Northern Securities company in application 
of the State to file a bill of complaint in that 
court. The opinion was read by J ustice 
Shiras, and the motion for leave to file a bill 
was denied on the ground that this court is 
without jurisdiction. 


Justice Shiras Sums Up. 


This is the case in which the State of Min- 
nesota made an effort to secure the inter- 
vention of the Supreme Court to prevent the 
merging of the Northern Pacific and the 
Great Northern railroad companies by in- 
junttion. Justice Shiras summed up the 
judgment of the court as follows: 

“As the Great Northern and the Northern 
Pacific railway companies are indispensable 
parties, without whose presence the court, 
acting as a court of equity, cannot proceed, 
and as our constitutional jurisdiction would 
not extend to the case if those companies 
were made parties defendant, the motion 
for leave to file the proposed bill must be and 
is denied,”’ 


Reviews Case at Length. 


The opinion is a voluminous one, but the 
greater part of it is a review of the history 
of the case. Summarizing the charge and 
the relief sought, Justice Shiras said: 

“The case presented by the charges and 
prayers of the bill is that the State of Min- 
nesota is apprehensive that a majority of 
the stockholders respectively of the Great 
Northern and the Northern Pacific railway 
companies have combined and have made 
an arrangement, through the organization 
of a corporation of the State of New Jersey, 
whereby such consolidation, or what is al- 
leged to amount to the same thing, a joint 
control and management of the Great North- 
ern and Northern Pacific railway companies, 


and overrule the policy of the State in pro- 
hibiting the consolidation of parallel and 
competing lines of railway, and therefore 
appeals to a court of equity to prevent by in- 
junction the operation and effect of such a_ 
combination and arrangement.”’ 

He then stated that the question to be de- 
termined was whether the parties in the case 
were: before the court, and he held that:it 
was obvious that the minority stockholders 
of the two railroad companies are not repre- 
sented in the controversy by the companies 
whose stock they hold, and their rights 
ought not be affected without a hearing, even 
if it were conceded that a majority of the 
stock in such companies, held by a few per- 
sons, had assisted in forming some sort of 
an illegal arrangement. Moreover, it must 
not be overlooked that it is not the private 
interests of stockholders that are to be alone 
considered. ~ 


All Rights Must Be Conserved. 


The opinion then continued: ‘“ The di- 
rectors of the Great Northern and Northern | 
Pacific railway companies are appointed to 
represent and protect not merely the private 
and pecuniary interests of the stockholders 
but the rights of the public at large, which is 
deeply concerned in the proper and advan- 
tageous management of these public high- 
ways. It is not sufficient to say that the At- 
torney General or the Governor or even the 
Legislature of the State can be conclusively 
deemed to represent the public interests in 
such a controversy as that presented by the 
bill. Even a State .when she voluntarily 
becomes a complainant in a court of equity 
cannot claim to represent both sides of the 
controversy. Not only have the stockholders 
—be they few or many—a right to be heard 
through the officers and directors, whom they 
have legally selected to represent them, but 
the general interests of the public,. which 
might be deeply affected by the decree of 
the court, are entitled to be heard, and that 
when the State is the complainant, and in a 
case like the present, can only be effected by 
the presence of the railroad companies as 
parties defendant. 

* Upon investigation it might turn out that 
the allegations of the bill are well founded 
and that the State is entitled to relief; or it 
might turn out that there is no intention or 
design on the part of the railroad companies 
to form any combination in disregard of the 
policy of the State, but that what is pro- 
posed is consistent with that policy and ad- 
vantageous to the communities affected. 
But in making such investigation a court of. 
equity must insist that both sides of the con- 
troversy shall be adequately represénted and 
fully heard, 


Amended Bill Impossible. 


** When it appears to a court of equity that 
a case, otherwise presenting ground for its 
action, cannot be dealt with because of the 
absence of essential parties, it is usual for 
the court, while sustaining the objection, to 
grant leave to the complainant to amend by 
bringing in such parties. But when it like- 
wise appears that necessary and indispen- 
sable parties are beyond the reach of the 
jurisdiction of the court, or that when made 
parties the jurisdiction of the court will 
thereby be defeated, for the court to grant 
leave to amend would be useless.”’ 


No Surprisé in Minnesota. 

St. Paul, Minn., Feb. 24:.—The announce-. 
ment of the United States Supreme Court’s 
decision against the application of the State 
of Minnesota for leave to file a suit against 
the Northern Securities company was re- 
ceived in this city today without surprise.

Instead, he hada fight 
‘with three elks at the Sportsman’s Show and 
was knocked down and out, so could not keep 
his engagement. 

Fitzsimmons has never trained for a big 
contest without some brute friend to play 
and wrestle with, and he wants one now. 


Fitz Starts for the Park. 

He telephoned to the park early in the 
morning and announced that he was going 
out. When he found that De Vry expected to 
be at the park at noon, he made an appoint- 
ment for that hour.

EAST-BOUND FREIGHT TRAFFIC 
CONTINUES TO DECREASE. 


— 


Receipts of Grain the Lighteat for 
Years—Revival of Rumor That the 
Southern Road Is to Take Control of 
the Monon—Reduced Rates Granted 
for Conventions in the West—Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul Lets Contracts 


for Much Bridge Building. : 


East-bound freight business continues to 
grow smaller from week to week, and com- 
plaints are no longer heard about shortage 
of cars. But for the heavy merchandise 
and local business none of the Eastern roads 
would be able to show increased earnings. 

Last week’s shipments of flour, grain, and 
provisions were the smallest in many 
months. Shipments of flour were 134,293 
barrels, a decrease of 19,095 barrels for the 
week and 60,591 barrels from last year. 
Grain shipments were 1,029,000 bushels, or 
298,000 less than the previous week and 
1,086,000 below last year. Provision ship- 
ments were 20,632 tons, a decrease of 5,912 
tons’ from the previous week and 78 tons 
from last year. ; 

Indications point to a better traffic in 
grain to Chicago over Western lines. Kan- 
sas City has no longer an advantage on corn 
over other markets, and shipments which 
have been going to the gulf are now being 
made to and via Chicago. Shipments of corn 
after March 1, it is claimed, cannot besafely 
made to the Southern ports owing to liabil- 
ity of getting out of condition, | 

Farmers’ deliveries of oats and corn from 
the West last week were the largest since 
Christmas, 


. . Grain Receipts Last Week. 

Receipts of grain at Chicago last week 
were the lightest in over eight years, being 
1,738,000 bushels, a decrease of 3,399,000 from 
last year and 4,236,000 from 1900. Corn re- 
ceipts were only 863,000 bushels, or 78 per 
cent less than last year, and 20,000 bushels 
less than wheat. : 

Rates are better maintained than ever be- 
fore. The vigilance lately displayed by the 
Interstate Commerce commission has scared 
the traffic officials so badly that they would 
rather do without business than offer re- 
duced rates. Shippers are afraid to solicit 
cut rates for fear that the commission may 
go after them and make them the scape- 
goats for the actions of the railroads. 


Revival of Rumor About Monon. 


The old rumor that the Southern railway is 
about to acquire control of the Monon (Chi- 
cago, Indianapolis and Louisville) was re- 
vived yesterday. It would not be surprising 
if the report turned out to be trie. The 
Southern railway is absolutely controlled 
by J. Pierpont Morgan, and he isalso known 
to have a large if not a controlling interest 
in Monon, and it would be but natural that. 
Mr. Morgan should desire the amalgamation 
of the Monon with the Southern. The Monon 
connects with the Southern at Louisville and 
Cincinnati and is the natural outlet of th 
latter to Chicago.

It is exceed- 
ingly unfortunate, therefore, that in the re- 
districting of a year ago he should have 
been thrown into the same ward with Alder- 
man Minwegen, another Democrat whose 
term likewise expires this year and whose 
return to the Council is likewise to be de- 
sired. It seems altogether, likely that Alder- 
man Mifiwegen will be renominated by the 
Democrats, and it is reported that Alderman 
Goldzier may become an independent can- 
didate against him, with the expectation of 
possibly receiving the Republican nomina- 
-tion. While this would give the electorate 
a choice between two: good men, only one 
could be chosen, and the question arises 
whether there is not some alternative which 
would open the possibility of both these men 
being returned. Alderman Thompson, who 
by -the -same redistricting encountered a 
similar fate on the South Side, has lately 
moved into the new First Ward—which in- 
cludes a part of his former constituency— 
‘with the exprese purpose of becoming a can- 
didate against Alderman Coughlin. Sup- 
pose Alderman Goldzier should find it possi- 
ble to move across the line from the Twenty- 
first into the Twenty-second Ward—which 
includes a part of the constituency which 
elected him two years ag become a 
candidate there. The present Twenty-sec- 
ond is under the curse of some of the worst 
political influences and traditions to be 
found in the city. It is sorely in need of a 
genuinely public-spirited and trustworthy 
Alderman to succeed Mr. Olson, who is not 
likely to be renominated.

@ hard fight to win, buta victory would be

There are political interests in the present

THE ALIMENT OF THE MIDWAY. 

The “ coeds” of the University of Chicago 
are threatening to rise in revolt against their 
food because it is prepared on scientific 
principles. The dean of their department 
has worked out a system by which foods 
containing exactly the proportions of starch, 
water, albuminoids, and other substances 
necessary for the upbuilding of the body 
mre prepared for each season of the year. 
She has had the welfare of the “ coeds” 
go much at heart that she has gone even 
- further than meeting merely pliysical de- 
mands, and has so arranged her system 
that it also conduces to high thinking. If 
the “coeds”’ are not lodged on the Mid- 
way for high thinking, for what are they 
there? And as plain living is the genesis 
of high thinking, do they expect broiled 
lobsters, rarebits, fruit cake, chocolate 
creams, and other rich delicacies which are 
not conducive to high thinking but harmful 
to thinking of any kind? 

What are the foods of which these “ co- 
eds” complain? Principally hashes and 
salads and the puddings served for desserts. 
The latter may be dismissed from consid- 
eration, as “ coeds” should not expect des- 
perts of any kind. They are always super- 
fiuous, as well as demoralizing. Lack of 
variety is the burden of their complaint. 
But how can there be back of variety in 
hashes and salads? There is a different 
hash for every day in the year, and every 
one of them a noble dish when properiy 
constructed. There is a different salad for 
every day in the year, and every one of 
them is a triumph of culinary skill when 
it is not besmeared with greasy mayonnaise 
bat is deftly prepared with the French 
dressing and a suspicion of onion or mere 
_ @hadowy hint of garlic. It is possible even 
that each day in the year might have two 
different salads, for the combinations pos- 
sible in the fruit and vegetable world are 
endiess. 

It is conceded that the salad must be 
giade by an artist. Then it is fit for queens 
as well as “coeds.” It is conceded that 
the cooks who make the hash must be per- 
sone of the highest integrity, that the 
genealogy of the hash must be clearly es- 
tablished, that its contents must be known, 
and that its seasoning must bé in the hands 
of connoisseurs.

MINNESOTA BARRED OUT. 

The Supreme Court has refused to allow 
the State of Minnesota to file a bill of com- 
plaint against the Northern Securities com- 
pauy. The court is of the opinion that it 
has not original jurisdiction. The State 
must begin its suit in the lower courts. It 
follows, therefore, that there is not to bea 
speedy determination of the question which 
the State of pees: anxious to have 
passed on. 

That question is billion the laws of 
the State forbidding the consolidation of 
competing roads can be practically set at 
naught through the machinery of a cor- 
poration organized under the laws of an- 
other State. The question which the At- 
torney General of the United States will 
raise in the suit soon to be instituted by 
him is whether the Northern Securities com- 
pany does not come under that provision 
of the anti-trust law which declares unlaw- 
ful all combinations in restraint of trade. 
The Supreme Court has decided that under 
the law all agreements in restraint, of trade, 
even though not in unreasonable restraint 
of trade, are unlawful. 

It is reported in Washington dispatches 
that some men of note in the financial world 
have labored with the President, but in 
vain, to induce him to direct the Attorney 
General to drop this contemplated suit 
against the Northern Securities company. 
It is quite possible that these financiers 
have not made that request. It is true that 
this proposed litigation cannot be pleasing 
to the organizers of the Northern Securi- 
ties company, but since there is a que 
tion as to the right of that great corpora- 
tion to exist the sooner that question is set- 
tled authoritatively the better will it be 
for all concerned. 


THE BOER WAR BILL. 

Money, besides being a root of evil, is also 
a sinew of war, and in the case of the war in 
south Africa it seems to be a sinew which 
has been wrenched and strained to the point 
of considerable discomfort. The article on 
“The Cost of the War ” in the Fortnightly 
is a cry of pain andremonstrance. The gov- 
ernment has found it necessary to make 
seven distinct demands upon the Commons 
for war funds. 

The first demand was made in October. 
1899. It called for $49,000,000, and as- 
sumed that the Dutch republics could be 


conque in four months by a force of 
47,000 men. The last demand was made in 
March, |1901, and called for $273,743,000.

It also showed that the taxpayer was in for 
an experience which he had not anticipated. 
Altogether the House of Commons has 
made war appropriations amounting to 
$704,948,300, and even this enormous sum 
does not adequately represent the actual 
expense which has been incurred. By 
March 31, the end of the fiscal year, the 
total cost of the war will have amounted to 
$844,784,500. 

Here is a bitter draft, the kind of 
draft that the ordinary man swallows 
at @ gulp. The pay of the army, 
which has averaged about 200,000 men, 
amounts to $121,030,000; transport has cost 
$139,160,000; remounts and incidental ex- 
penses connected with them have entailed 
an outlay of $50,470,000; and provisions 
and forage have meant the expenditure of 
$147,000,000. Such drains upon the treas- 
ury were, in Mr. Morgan-Browne’s opinion, 
the tosult of culpable extravagance. They 
are “a liberal education in the arts of polit- 
ical ineffectiveness." They represent an 
“unparalleled waste.” And, finally, “ their 
colossal proportions are fairly well reflected 
and incidentally explained in the p 
of some enterprising British firms.” 

In the matter of transport, for instance, 
the shipping companies, working for a profit, 
convey passengers to the Oape at $49 a head. 
The government paid an average of $98. 
Horses can be carried from Great Britain 
for $113, and from other countries, like 
Hungary, the United States, and Argentina, 
for less, The government paid an average 
of $196. This seems to go beyond even that 
timit of wastefulness to which governments 
have an immemorial right. In the same 
way meat was sold to the army by the 
South African Storage company at a rate 
which was just about twice that in force at 
Cape Town.

EXPERT FOR PARK SITES. 

The City Park Extension commission at 
its last meeting’ recommended that, for the 
purpose of carrying forward the work of 
determining the location, size, and general 
plan of the small parks and playgrounds to 
be acquired with the $2,500,000 authorized 
to be raised for the purpose by the three 


‘Park boards, a central committee, consist- 


ing of one representative from each of these 
boards and one from the city commission, 
should engage the services of a competent 
expert, who should take up the matter in 
each of the three divisions of the city. 
This recommendation, which was heartily 
supported by the commission, will receive 
general public approval. The notion that 
the location of small parks and playgrounds 
merely involves finding available spots in 
crowded neighborhoods and paying the 
price—that it is a task which “ anybody ” 
ean fulfill—is a mistaken idea. The fact 
is that the wise distribution of recreation 


grounds im a city, regarded as a whole, and 


the decision as to the best size, location, and 
general arrangement for them with refer- 
ence to each other, to natural features, to 
density and character of population, to 
schools, to existing and possible public 
baths, and to thoroughfares, are among the 
most difficult questions calling for decision 
in the great city of today. They can be de- 
termined in a bungling, hit-or-miss fashion 
by “anybody.” They cannot possibly be 
determined as they should be, however, ex- 
cept by persons who are essentially special- 
ists in that hne—persons who know how 
other people have dealt with the same prob- 
lem, and whose minds are awake to its 
various elements, 

That the Park boards, to whom this sub- 
ject is practically new, will appreciate the 
force of these considerations and will heart- 
ily coJperate in the interest of having the 
mall parks and playgrounds movement 
guided in the best possible manner in Chi- 
cago is.to be not only hoped but expected. 
They will naturally feel the propriety of 
such prudence in a matter involving so large 
a public expendit as that indicated. 
Their ready participation in the plan pro- 
posed may certainly be looked for. 


JUSTICES GRAY AND SHIRAS. 

President Roosevelt may have to fill two 
places on the Supreme Court bench this 
year. Justice Gray’s physicians may tell 
him that it is necessary for him to abandon 
his judicial duties and have rest, so that he 
may be able to recover from his recent par- 
alytic shock. On the 10th of October Jus- 
tice Shiras will be eligible for retirement, 
and, while he is in excellent health, it is 
understood that he feels an inclination to 
get out of the harness. 

Several important questions have been 
decided of late years by a divided court. 
One of these is the question of the status of 
the insular possessions of the United States. 
It has been decided by a vote of five to four 
that the Philippines and Porto Rico became 
domestic territories immediately upon the 
ratification of the treaty of peace. It has 
also been decided—five to four—that the 
power of Congress over these islands is 
unrestricted in many ways. It can give the 
islands free trade with the United States 
or not, as it pleases. | 

Justices Gray and Shiras make up with 
Justices White and McKenna the four who 
contend that the acquisition of territory by 
the treaty-making power does not at once 
incorporate that territory into the United 
States, and that the legislative power must 
act before that territory can be incorporat- 
ed. These four Justices, acting with Jus- 
tice Brown, make up the majority of the 
court which has decided that the Foraker 
law, which levied duties on goods passing 
back and forth between Porto Rico and the 
United States, was constitutional. It is be- 
cause of that decision that Congress is now 
about to pass a special tariff act for the 
Philippines. 

lf Justices Gray and Shiras should retire 
and be replaced by men who do not take the 
same view that they do as to the constitu- 
tional questions involved in these insular 
cases, some of the decisions of the Supreme 
Court might be reversed. The court might 
hold in a future suit brought to test the 
constitutionality of a Philippine tariff that 
it was not constitutional. 

The decision of the Supreme Court that 
the Sherman act applies to railroads and 
that such combinations as the Transmis- 
souri Freight association are illegal was 
made by a divided court. ‘Justices Shiras 
and Gray were in the minority, however, 
and their retirement could not change the 


situation so far as the views of the court 


as to railroad combinations. are concerned. 


ANOTHER ARMY REFORM.

The Outlook, in commenting upon the 
report for 1901 of Scapa, an English society 
devoted to the prevention of public disfig- 
urement by advertisements, notes two im- 
portant instances where British local au- 
thorities have been clothed with broad 
powers for regulating bill board advertis- 
ing. 
City of Edinburg, which was granted the 
right by Parliament two years ago to de- 
termine the sites where advertisements 
should be permitted. The second was that 
of Dover, which was granted even wider 
powers in this line last year. 

This second case is interesting also because 
the action of Parliament was taken after 
the citizens had been goaded to apply for 
it by a most obnoxious 
stance.” A certain Chicago dealer in food- 
stuffs had erected two monster sign boards 
against a conspicuous cliff and resisted ail 
appeals to remove them. It was a case, 
however, of an evil overstepping itself, for 
the resultant act gives the local authorities 
control even over the display of ——— 
ments on moving vehicles. 

The last year has also been sign in | 
this direction by the presentation to the 
British government of two important peti- 
tions, one asking for a general law giving all 
local authorities control over display ad- 
vertising, and the other urging that these 
authorities be empowered to tax such ad- 
vertising. Considerable favor, too, has been 
shown in government circles toward both 
these proposals, and evidently any city de- 
siring so to do can now secure for itself such 
power of regulation. 

Paris has long been an example—and most 
agreeably so—of the exercise of such regula- 
tion, and conditions in American cities will 
be generally admitted to demand something 
of the sort. The ordinance to forbid bill 
board on boulevards and adjacent to parks 
in this city has, however, been invalidated 
in a lower court, and a decision is awaited 


somewhat limiting the size of bill boards. 
For effective regulation here, therefore, 
new powers will apparently need to be se- 
cured from the State. In the meafitime, 
however, progress in the use of such 
powers elsewhere is a subject tor satisfac- 
tion.

LETTER OF THE MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. ©

ING EDWARD has during his twelve 
months’ reign done more to extend, 
revive, and enforce the prerogatives 
of the crown than Queen Victoria in 
all her long reign of sixty years or 


slightest degree going beyond the: terms of 
the constitution. But it is not too much to 
say that he goes to the extreme limit of the 
latter, yet so cleverly that he conveys to the 
people at large an idea that he is much 
more democratic and up to date than his 
mother. | 

Queen Victoria, although imperious in her 
ways, and impatient of contradiction, had 
gradually allowed both Ministers and Parliia- 
ment to encroach upon her sovereign powers, 
and many of these, too, had been allowed to 
lapse by Kings George IV. and William IV. 
in thelr everlasting deals with Parliament to 
pay their debts. King Edward, in a quiet 
and determined manner, and yet with no 
show of imperiousness, is resuming posses- 
sion of all these prerogatives, and in one 
case where there has been some question as 
to his rights, has appealed with success to 
the courts. 

This case is an interesting one, and the de- 
cree of the Lord Chief Justice and the 
Judges of the Court of King’s Bench, have 
decided that the appointment of Bishops and 
Archbishops is exclusively the prerogative 
of the sovereign, that neither Ministers nor 
Cathedral chapter have any real say in the 
matter, and that the Archbishops and Bish- 
ops. are obliged to consecrate any prelate 
appointed by the King, no matter what his 
doctrines may be, or how heretical his 
theories may appear to those désignated to 
perform the ceremony of consecration. 


This decision, or rather series of decisions, 
is based on statutes dating’ back to the reign 
of King Henry VIII. of ‘** Blue Beard ’’ mem- 
ory, statutes of which people had entirely 
lost sight. | 

For the nomination of Bishops and Arch- 
bishops had been altogether usurped by the 
government, and were looked upon as in the 
gift of the Premier for the time being, and 
the ratification of this nomination was re- 
garded as dependent on the outcome of sub- 
sequent election by the dean and chapter of 
the Cathedral See to. which the prelate had 
been nominated. In fact, s0 much deference 
has been given by the government to these 
elections that the Premier has often nom- 
inated two candidates for a see, so that if 
the chapter disapproved of one it might 
take the other. | 

And, lastly, there came the question of con- 
secration, and the Primate, and likewise the 
Bench of Bishops, were considered to be at 
liberty to constitute themselves judges of 
the candidate’s orthodoxy before consenting 
to consecrate him. In fact, the case which 
has just been decided by the Court of King’s 
Bench was brought before that tribunal 
owing to the delay of the Archbishop in con- 
secrating Canon Gore as Bishop of Wor- 
cester, owing tO protests on the part of Mr. 
Kensit and other leaders of the ultra-evan- 
gelical and low church movement against 
the elevation to episcopal rank of a divine 
whose views were so extremely broad, and, 
as they Geclared, unorthodox. 

The court has now decided that the King 
alone has the right to appoint and nominate 
Bishops and Archbishops, and that it is 
merely as a matter of form that he sends his 
“letters missive’’ for confirmation by the 
election of the dean and chapter. 

I say that it is merely a matter of form, be- 
cause if the dean and chapter do not at once 
proceed to elect and confirm the nominee 
of the sovereign, the latter annuls the “ let- 
ters missive,’’ and appoints the prelate in 
question by means of “letters patent,’’ 
which are not referred in any way to the 
dean and chapter, who are completely ig- 
nored, 

In either case the Archbishop, or any 
Bishop whom the King may direct to per- 
form the ceremony of consecration, is obliged 


more. He has done this without in the. 


to comply with the King’s behests without 
delay, no matter what his opinions may be 
about the qualifications of the Bishop-elect. 
In the event of any refusal or delay in obey- 
ing the sovereign’s commands in the mat- 
ter the Archbishop or Bishop exposes him- 
self to imprisonment, fine, and the confisca- 
tion by the crown of all his property. 

It is true that one has to go far back in 
order to.find an instance of such a punish- 
ment inflicted. But in the reign of King 
Henry VIII. the then Archbishop of Canter- 
bury was, according to Sir Edward Coke, 
punished for his refusal to consecrate a 
prelate named by the King, by being “ put 
out of the King’s protection (outlawed), his 
lands and tenements, his goods and chattels 
forfeited to the crown, and his body re- 
mained in prison during the King’s pleas- 
ure.”’ 

It is rather a comfort to feel that old Arch- 
bishop Temple of Canterbury, who is con- 
siderably over 80, is not to languish in prison, 
or to be outlawed for his delay in consecrat- 
ing the Bishop-elect of Worcester, and it 
would be going too far to say that he ever re- 
fused to consecrate the King’s nominee. 
But the suit in the courts arose owing to 
his thinking it necessary to summon a con- 
ference of Bishops at Lambeth Palace to 
consider the charges of unorthodoxy brought 
against Canon Gore before proceeding to 
consecrate him. 

Quite a number of bishoprics have be-- 
come vacant during the last twelve months, 
and in every instance King Edward has filled 
the vdcancy without the slightest regard to 
the Premier’s wishes, and without even con- 
sulting him. Lord Salisbury resents this, 


- and in his cynical, sarcastic way affected not

to know the new Bishop of London at a 
great official function last summer in Lon- 
don, asking people whom he might be, al- 
though he'had known him well, indeed, wher 
the Bishop was still Canon Ingram. ~~. 

So much fuss has been made in the Euro- 
pean press of the movement of a number of 
titled ladies at Paris to dispense for some 
time to come with all surperfluous ex- 
penditure, especially in connection with rai- 
ment, for the purpose of devoting the money 
thus economized to combating the govern- 
ment at the election, that it may be as well 
to say that the Parisian trades people, es- 
pecially the leading couturiers, take matters 
calmly} indeed. 

The ladies who have organized this move- 
ment, and who have signed the manifesto, 
while titled and conspicuous are none of: 
them in the first bloom of youth. They com- 
prise the Countess Aimery de la Rochefou- 
cauld, the Vicomtosse d’Anglemont, who is 
an American by birth; the Countess G. de 
Rohan Chabot, the Princess L. de Croy, the 
Marquise de Croix, the Comtess des Isnards, 
etc. 

Now, these worthy dames, although they 
are among the leaders of what is known as 
the Noble Faubourg, and form the same set 
as those implicated in the plot to overthrow 
the republic and put the Duke of Orleans on 
the throne a couple of years ago, are not 
likely to turn younger and better favored 
women from wearing pretty clothes, to help 
political propaganda. 

Moreover, the great ladies of the noble 
Faubourg constitute an infinitesimal ele- 
ment of the custom of the leading Parisian 
couturiers, whose principal clientéle is 
made up of foreigners, and, I am sorry to 
say, of ladies of the Otero type, and as long 
as these do not attempt to boycott the 
couturiers the latter remain entirely undis- 
turbed and smiling. 

The only times when they have been seri- 
ously dismayed was when American women 
threatened a boycott of this kind at the time 
of the war with: Spain, owing to France's 
pronounced sympathy with the latter, and 
again two years,ago when English women 
inaugurated something of the same kind at 
the beginning of _ the Boer war owing to 
France’s pronounced sympathy with the

|| AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. | 


‘The Crimsun Wing.” 
Mr. H. C. Taylor’s Latest Novel Deals 
with the Franco-Prussian War. 

No longer limiting himself to the sillinesses 
and trivialities of polite sociéty, Hobart C. 
Chatfield-Taylor undertakes a much more 
ambitious work in his new novel, ‘‘ The 
Crimson Wing.’’ Here he is concerned with 
the developthent of character under the 
stress of a great war, and his careful study 
of the opening engagements of the German 
conquest of France in 1870 provides him with 
a skillfully drawn background,-before which 
his men and women work out their diverse 
destinies. 

It is in Ems, the scene of the famous inter- 
French Ambassador, 
Benedetti, and William I., King of Prussia, 
that the story opens. The first chapter takes 
place in a salon where heavy gambling is 
going on, and there the feader meets Lud- 
wig, Count von Leun-Walram, and Mar- 
guerite Clairon, the secondary but real hero- 
ine for this hero. The action of the book 
develops with great rapidity. Marguerite 
makes unmistakable advances to the young 
German nobleman, whose Puritan mother, 
an American, has left him a higher ideal by 
far and given the steadfast principles which 
enable him to gain the French actress’ pro- 
found admiration and respect where there 
had been only unreasoning infatuation a 
moment before. 

Here, too, comes Paul Darblay, long the 


Ludwig turns into an implacable enemy, as 
well as rival, by the exposure of the French- 
man's trickery at cards. In another chapter 
the boy-and-girl affection existing between 
the German nobleman and his cousin, Mar- 
celle de Lembach, daughter of a retired 
French General, whose estates are on the Al- 
satian frontier, is charmingly renewed. A 
long ride in the surrounding forest, a 
runaway hofse, a heavy  rain-storm, 
and the two find themseives enthralled 
by a noble passion. Together they see the 
war cloud bétween France and Prussia 
gather, drift away, and finally break in a 
storm which separates them, but only for a 
time. 
The second book of the novel shows the 
first swoop of the crimson wing of conquest. 


suitor of the beautiful Marguerite, whom. 


Here a long and careful study made by Mr. 
Chatfield-Taylor of the Franco-Prussian 
war gives his incidents the authenticity of 
history down to the minutest detail. 
Marcelle saves the life of Ludwig after 
betraying him unwittingly into the 
hands of her countrymen, and in an 
agony of remorse files to General 
Douay, at the head of the French 
division near by, to tell him of the proximity 
of the Germans. Shetsees the battle of 
Wissemborg, and, in a thrilling scene, leads 
on a company of Turcos which her father 
hNhad once commanded. Captured by Ludwig 
himself after she had volunteered as.a nurse 
and been protected by the Geneva Cross, she 
is returned to the French lines by:him. The 
tide of battlé rolls on and breaks against 
the walls of Sedan. The surrender of Napo- 
leon III. stands in the narrative beside the 
experience of General Philip Sheridan, the 
author's old friend and neighbor in Chicago. 
At last Ludwig loses his way while bearing 
dispatches and is shot down by the enemy 
in a little village in their possession into 
which he had ridden duiring a heavy rain. 
The third book transférs the scene to Paris, 
where Marguerite Clairon is seeking to for- 
get her reawakened conscience in the polite 
dissipation of the-capital. While she is sit- 
ting with Darblay and some of her fellow- 
actresses sipping wine the tragedy of the 
French defeats comes home to her, and she 
leaves the restaurant to become a nurse 
among the wounded at the front. By good 
fortune she is near at hand when Ludwig is 
wounded, conveys him to the home of her 
childhood not far away, and brings him back 
to convalescence by her devotion. The rest 
of the story should be left for the reader, but 


it may be said that Mr. Chatfield-Taylor has | 


stated a delicate and artistic situation with 
great delicacy, and solved it with a fine sense 
of literary proportion and values. 
Throughout the book there is every evi- 
dence of careful workmanship, not less am- 
bitious than careful, and the romantic fea- 
tures of the novel are alternated with the 
vividly painted battle .scenes with skill and 
great heightening of interest. The argument 
is thoroughly worked out, no loose ends dre 
left to annoy the stident of construction, 
while the style is rapid and fluent, sometimes 
picturesque, often eloquent, and at all times 
is sure of holding interest. There will be 
found little or nothing: to remina those 
familiar with the author’s earlier work of its
